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^^ pnfyBiz ly the fobecastlb. 

The forenoon watch ia nearly over ; 
seven bolls— lialf -past 11— have been 
struck, and at noon Jack dinos when ha 
it! at homo. It is beef and " dufl"" day ; 
yesterday tliero -wero pea-sonp and pork. 
The "duff" was made au hoiu- or two 
ago, and, not being a Christmas plum- 
pudding, tho skill required to prepare it 
was not considerablo ; for when the cook 
had skimmed off Uie grease from the 
water in the coppers and mixed it with 
flour, and worked the whole into a paste, 
and poured tho paste into a conical 
canvas bag, closely resembling a man's 
nightcap of fifty years ago, nothing re- 
mained to complete Jack's pudding but 
to boil it. It is now boiled and ready 
for Jack to eat, and so is tho beef. 
The beef is forked out first from the 
copper' and thrown into a mess-Md; 
tlion the pudding is flabed out and 
dropped into cold water, after which the 
bag is opened, and the pudding slides 
out of it and falls rather heavily into 
another kid. A boy or ordinary seaman 
..from each watch lays hold of the kids 
l)elongiug to his mess, and conveys 
f liem into the forecastle, by wliicli time, 
eight bells having been made by the 
skipper's sextant, all bauds assemble iu 
.the forecastle, and dinuoi- begius. There 
is never very mucii ceremony in Jack's 
homo, though what etiquette there is is 
very stringent. In tliis forecastle there 
are no tables. The men help tliemselves, 
cutting ofT a junk of beef and a lump of 
ilufl'with tlieir shonth knives, each man 
judging— auil judging very aucurately — 
how niucli lie shnnld take, so that be 
may not como olT better nor worse than 
his mates, and wallcing away with his tin 
pliite either to his bunk or to a sea-chest, 
or wherever else bo may feel disposed to 
sit. 

One may easily conceive that Jack's 
appetite is usually very good ; and 
though the fumes from tho mess-kids 
are decidedly more greasy than most 
land-going palates would relish, and 
though the beef might seem to have a 
queer color, and thougli tho duff strong- 
ly resembles a mass of jjutty after it has 
been turned about by tho hands of a 
glazier, yet ono can only earnestly hope, 
for the sake of the poor follows who sit 
in all sorts of places and attitudes, 
mxmching the queer repast with more or 
less avidity, that the meat and the pud- 
dings are to Jack's taste, and that bring 
as they both ore — that quality not hav- 
ing been diminished by tho salt water in 
whiob they wore boiled — nothing more 
uuplcaaant than tho excessive saltness 
predominates over the general flavor. 
[Pot when I add a small amount of mo- 
lasses — and every ship does not furnish 
her forecastle aa much — and a gill of 
rum, I have, so far as my own experi- 
ence goes, exhansted Jack's bill of fare. 
It hi beef and duff, pork and pea soup, 
lea and vinegar, rum, biscuit and limo- 
juicq. And those who know the life will 
admit this, that — so far as respects the 
(piality of those articles as we find them 
at sun — thu diet sounds very much nicer 
than it liii)ks, luul looks very much nicer 
thou it eats. 

CARE Oir AN OMUAN. 

Those wh6 own a parlor organ may 
find in the following extract from the 
/Score a hint as to its care which will 
save them trouble and expenao : 

Most people take fair care of the ce^e 
of their instruments, but the interior is a 
fearful mass of dust and diit. A gentle- 
man called on us in relation to an organ 
purchased three years since, and said it 
was " all out of tune," and " something 
rattled, " 

But being in the habit of receiving 
the information that au organ is "all out 
of tune," when there is a small piece of 
dirt stopping ono reed, we sent a friend 
to look at it. 

He reported tliat it was "outrageous- 
ly " out of tune. It was sent to our re- 
pairing man, and, on opening the top 
lid, the whole interior was found filled 
with immense cobwebs. 

From underneath the keys was taken 
a mass of dht, in which wo found ono 
hairpin, three needles and eleven pins, 
while from out of the reed cells wo re- 
moved thirty-two dead flies, flud on each 
reed point was a cake of dust, while the 
tongue vibrated between two thick walls 
of du't ; the dust on the tongue altering 
the pitch, and tho dirt on the block 
changing tho tone. 

After cleaning the dirt from the reeds, 
and replacing them iu the colls, every 
one waS found to be in perfect tune. 

Now, this organ had been kept open 
all the time, and the stops left drawn. 
Had there been no " forte" stops to hold 
Ihe swells open, the dirt would have re- 
mained comporatively harmless on the 
outer board. 



Butibmg' left open, together iwith the 
other stops, the dnst and insects liaid ac- 
cess to tho most delicate parts of the or- 
gan, and tho consequence was dissatis- 
factiou with tho organ, when the orgau 
was not .m fault ■ ^

Belgian Small Farms. 

".How about Uelgiuui ']" 
"Belgium, with an inditlerent climato 
and soil, presents a powerful contrast 
to Ireland, which corresponds to it on 
the opposite of England. Ireland has 
more rainy weather, but not such cold 
winter.s. In Flanders it rains 175 
days in the year : in Ireland 220 days ; 
consequently, the Irish clinmte is more 
favorable to the growth of gras.s, forage 
and roots, but less so to the ripening 
of cereals. The Belgian, however, 
would like to havo the Irish clin;ate 
so as to get food for his cows ; he often 
[nods liis grain to his cattle. 'J"lie .stajile 
articles of the Belgian farmers are 
ljutter, llax, colza and chicory. The 
.soil of Ireland has plenty of ."spontane- 
ous pasture land, while the miserable 
soil of Belgium hardly permits lieather 
and furze to grow. Not a blade of 
grass .springs there without manure. 
Irish soil might be brough to fertilize 
the soil of Fleming. Ireland has far 
greater advantages than Flanders, the 
land being superior, the climati; equally 
favorable to the growth of vegetable 
cro])s and the same markets at hantl to 
both countries. 'I'lie chief diflerence 
in favor of I'^landors is the stimulus of 
owning the land by the farjner. Some 
of the Flerai.sh nobles manage, despite 
the revolution and the law of forced 
submission on tho death of the owner, 
to retain largo estates. In 181G there 
were only 758, ."jlli owners of land in 
the whole of Belgium, but by 1805, 
owing to tho good laws, this number 
liad increa.sed to 1,069, ."520." 

" Why are the Belgians better far- 
mers than the Irish ?" 
jr ■ «• The magnificent farming of Belgium 
6n poor soil is due to, first, the per- 
fection of both jilow and spade work ; 
second, each field has a perfection of 
.shape given to it to facilitate cultiva- 
tion and drainage ; third, most careful 
liusbauding of the manure ; fourth, the 
great variety of crops, especially of in- 
dustrial plants, such as colza, flax, 
tobacco, liops, chicory, etc.; fifth, second 
or ' stolen ' crops, such as turnips and 
carrots, English clover, sparry, etc., 
whereby the cultivated area is in elTect 
increased one-third; sixth, abundance of 
food for cattla Although the soil is 
not favorable to meadows, yet, taking 
the second crop into account, one-half 
of tho available superfices is devoted 
to the keoping of live stock. Seventli, 
house-feeding of cattle, by which the 
cows give both more milk and more 
manure. Eighth, minute weeding." 

" The Belgians, I believe, collect 
cow's urine as a commerce 1" 

" Yes. The Belgian laborer goes 
with his wheelbarrow to the village to 
buy a sack or two of guano, undertak- 
ing to pay for it after the harvest. The 
dealer trusts him, gives him credit, 
having a lien on the crop produced by 
the aid of his manure. In November 
he gets hia money ; the jjroduco has 
been doubled and the land improved. 
The small farmer does just as the labor- 
er does. Each opens an occount with 
the manure-dealer, who is the best of 
all bankers. Flemish small farmers 
invest from $3,000,000 to §4,000,000 
in guano every year, and quite as much 
in other kinds of manure. Jtf. De 
Laveley says : ' The Fleinisli farmer 
scrupulou.sly collects every atom of 
sewage from the towns ; he guards his 
maniirC like a treasure, puts a roof 
over it to prevent the rain and huh |

KKYNUl.D.S V.S. UATiniKLOR, lIAltlllSO.V AND 
MCPHALIKN. 

It may be urged that the wliolo of tlieao 
uegotiationa, whatever their character, 
have been caused by the sole fault of tho 
lilaintitl' liim.solf: that liis biisincas was 
fullint; to pioce.s and h;;.i only been koi)t 
together, so far -is it lias been preserved, 
by tho action of tiie dtifendont m this 
matter, and tliat unless defendant had in- 
terfered, there -would have been nothing 
for Reynolds now to claim. And tho 
adaye may bo iii)pealed to Qui peceatebrhis, 
tuat siibfiii.-i. All this is so far true, that 
tho plaiiititr merits little compassion, save 
so far as every life of folly deserves a 
sigh, as well as reproliciision. But it is 
not tho vice or fully of tho plaintilf with 
wliich tho Court has to deal, but the con- 
duct of tho defendant in obtaining these 
conveyances from him. Tliat conduct re- 
mains just the same, i. c. , i.i blameable or 
not, quite indopouduntly of iiow tho cir- 
cumstances arose of which ho has taken 
nn undue advantage. Perhaps in real 
life there raroly happens a more striking 
instance of tho misery caused by wealth. 
'I'lie plaintiff was probably a happier, cer- 
tainly a better man and a more useful 
momboi' of society when .shouldering a 
musket at two bits a day, or rubbing 
down a hack's heels in San Francisco, 
than'when ho was exulting in Victoria in 
all the triumph and financial success of a 
navy contract. Tt would liavo been well 
for him if iio had never made more than 
§2 or §3 per day ; or as Dr. Abcrnothy 
said, " lived upon (id. per day and eanied 
it." But it is not at all true that but for 
tho defendant's interference the business 
would have gone to pieces. The business 
was, in fact, being cai'riod on by Holmes. 
Thedefondant's immediate conduct allows 
that his design was not at all to [jresurvo 
it for Reynolds, but to get hold of it fur 
iumsolf. If llolnics had been inisnuui- 
uging it, that could easily have been 
brought in the ne.\.t friends suit, wliich, 
however, Batclielur got taken off the fde. 
Not Reynolds' advantage, but hisown, was 
evidently tho defendant's object tbruugh- 
out. 

So far, however, as the plaintifl's own 
folly has encouraged during previous 
yeors the conduct of the defendant, and 
has rendered discovery of tlie true state 
<if the 6080 nioredifticult, there are strong 
grounds for declining to interfere. It 
seems quite clear tliat the plaintiff while 
fully sano sanctioned the [iractice into 
which tlie defendant fell of helping hira- 
aulf from the till; quite clear that tho 
phiintifl' remained for years indifferent to 
absence of accounts; nud that it wa,s quite 
IU niuGH his fault aa the defendant's that 
the amount of salary remained uncertain. 
Krwin the wliole of tho evidence I am dis- 
pii.stul to think that the plaintiffs conten- 
ti(jn may protiably bo correct, .and that 
the defendant lias drawn more money 
than tho utmost salary he can claim. But 
I do not feel disposed to order any ac- 
counts previous to tho ITtli July, 1878, 
or attempt to ascertain precisely the 
amount of the tk-femlant'a previous draw- 
ings, with, a view to iiiakiivg him rospoii- 
siblc for overdrafts. There is no suggos- 
tiori'that the plaintiff vras i^Qt sufficiently 
.sH ; jitrui iti" 1875, '76 and '77. Any auch 
demand by him now, therefore, is not 
only II stale demand, but it seeks tho re- 
payment of monies which the defondaiit 
was encouraged by tho plaintili' to expend ; 
and if tho defendant h;is noglocted his 
peculiar duty of keeping entries of these 
drawings, it is to bo remembered that it 
was the plaintifl's duty to his clerk as well 
as to liimsolf to see that Ids clerk per- 
formed this duty and kept tlieso books, 
and that the plaiulifi" has utterly neglect- 
ed this duty, by which the clerk, while 
still honest enough, may liave been mis- 
led. L consider, too, that Reynolds by 
his conduct in the first half of July, 1878, 
in fact, allowed .all Batchelor's antecedent 
drawings, and the letter of 17th .Tuly, 
1 878, Hcems to .show a waiver of antece- 
ilent demands. iVforeover, I apprehend 
that it would be quite futile to attempt to 
arrive at any satisfactory conclusion con- 
corning the earlier accounts, 

TJ;e.iBqt>ity on ■which the action is bas- 
ed, and which I think is establialiod, i.s 
sliortly this: That in tho latter part of 
1878 and part of 1879, covering all the 
transactions connected with the filing of the 
bill by Holmes, aa next friend, and with 
tlio transfer by Reynolds of his property, 
the plaintiiT was utterly incapable of con- 
tracting with any person whatever; and 
that for a further period anterior to that 
and commencing at least as early as July, 
1878/ the plaintiff w.as so much under the 
influence and terror of the defendant 
Batcholor as to bo quite unable to nego- 
tiate any contract, single-handed, with 
him. It does not follow at all that all 
the acts of Reynolds during that interval 
are void; though probably all his acts 
could bo avoided if other circumstances 
justiQod that sentence. Uj) to some time 
however in September, probably, tlioic 
wore no palpable external signs of dis- 
traction noticeable by strangers; and, in- 
deed, throughout the whole pori(jd of his 
utter incapacity his ordinary doiiicanor 
BOOms, as I have stated, to have been 
sufficiently sedate and regular to mislead 
oven those who ought to iiavo had sur^pi- 
ciona of the real state of tho case. Ho 
Boonis to havo been for some time treated 
by all parties as sufiicieutly collected to 
sign cheques and perform some other 
slight duties about his business, and with 
any otjier such inattera being for his owji 
bpno'fit, and entered into bona jith wiljj 
pai;tic^ igiiofant of liis incapacity, t|ie 
9ourt would certainly decline to interfere. 



Batclielur to set uaido any '.'fuitnicts of 
that nature, (vi?:.), 6oiia ftde, bonoficial to 
the plaintiff at the time and entered into 
with the advice of an independent solicit- 
or, fully instiructed.. ' In .the Joase of tho 
impeached conveyances, however.all tliroe 
of these conditions aro completely revers- 
ed. The former bill iu which the un- 
fortunate plaintifi h:id certainly the pro- 
tection of fully instructed legal advi.ser.s 
was dismissed by a series of most deliber- 
ately elaborated raiarepcescntations. Tho 
defendant 'sadviaorsprocuredfor tho plain- 
tiff a new legal .adviser \yhose' instructions 
were evidently founded on similar uiis- 
representatioiiH. The contract so far from 
being beneficial to the plaiiitilt' entirely 
stripped him of every vestige of his iiro]icrty 
for an utterly inadequate consiiU'i-ntion, 
in fact, fur no coiisideriitiiui at all, and 
vested the ^holein thedefendant Batchc- 
lor. By reason of tho plaintitrs iucom- 
potency theso transactions were from 
tlioir inception 'voidable; and they niiisf 
now be declared void. So far aa the legal 
estate is concerned Hatchelor will be de- 
clared to be a trustee for the pliiiiitilf 
Reynolds, as to any property which lie 
acquired from him at any time after tho 
17th July, 1878; with some exceptions 
which remain to be mentioned. 

There was in tlie fall of 1.S78 :i hUm i f 
.^•-'OOOdne from tho plaintiff to the do 
feudant Holmes. 'Tliis liability was 
transferred to tho defendant Mr. Harri- 
son. Very probably this was a part uf 
the whole transaction, in thi^ sense, that 
unless Batchelor had been about to ac- 
quire tho butchering business, Mr. Harri- 
son would havo d/iclined to havo anything 
to do with tliia debt. And I have no doubt 
but that Mr. Harrison liad full notice of 
Reynold's incompetency. l!ut I do not 
see that Reynolds is injured pecuniarily 
by that transfer, and I do not propose to 
interfere with anything by wdiieh Rey- 
nolds was not clearly a loser at the time. 
It was suggested that astothis ^'-'OOD even 
if Mr. Harrison wore perinitted tn retain 
the principal, no interest should be allow- 
ed, at least as against theplaintitf that if 
Mr. Harrison instead of getting the inter- 
est regularly had allowed it to remain in 
the hands of the defendant Batchelor, he 
must claim it ngaiiisl Batcliolor only and 
not against Reynolds, treating this un- 
paid interest as if it had been duly drawn 
and immediately lent as a fresh advance 
to Batchelor. lUit this is to imagine a 
series of new contracts without any evid- 
ence. It would charge Batchelor with 
compound interest, which can never be 
implied, unless in cases of fraud, when it 
is Hometiines enforced by tho soinewhat 
awkward process of yearly or half-yearly 
rests in the accounts. But here I do 
not think that Batchelor has been guilty 
of any fraud on Harrison. . I think on the 
whole Mr. Harrison may nusr claim ex- 
actly what Mr. Holmes would have been 
allowed. Tho transfer to Mr. Harriaon 
of the eipiity of redemption in certain 
lioreditaiuciits supposed to liave been 
aetiuired by Batchelor under tlie convey- 
ances just declared void stands in (piite a 
different position. Mr. Harrison was in 
a position to bo fully aware and I am per- 
suaded was fully aware of the plaintiffs 
state of mind in December, 1878, and of 
all the stops connected with the bill filed 
by iMr. Robertson and the dismissing of 
audi bill. According to the rule "/(//loi-aii- 
(iii Icrjis netuinem ca-ustW honiuflt betak- 
en to Iiavo been fully aware of the doc- 
trines (jf tiic court, as set out in all te.\t 
books (soo particularly 1 Story Eq. jur. 
chapters U and 7 and the authorities there 
aet out. I liavo often adopted Mr. Jus- 
tice Storey's statements only tempering 
tlieui by tho omission of his indignant 
adjectives). Mr. Harrison must be taken 
to iiave known that Batchelor had but a 
voidable estate, liable and almost certain 
to be declared void, at Reynold'.s own 
suit if he recovered at the suit of his 
representatives or his creditors if he 
died without recovering. Purchasers from 
Batchelor, with full knowledge or notice 
of Reynold's state of mind and without 
any consideration moving to Reynolds, 
cannot ox[)ect their [mrchascs to .stand. 
Mr. Harrison must be declared to he a 
mere trustee of this property for the 
plaintiff, and must account accordingly. 

There js. another and a: very important 
transfer from Batcluslor to tlie de- 
fendant MePhaden. It appears tliat the 
defendant Bntcliolor carried on the but- 
cheriiifj business (whi(;h I hold to have 
been all the time Roynold'a busino.s.s)fiMiii 
tho end of 1878 till Aprd, 1880, that ho 
then stopped, closed the shop (wliich was 
still in my view Reynold's sho[)) and re- 
opened ifr in August, 1880, in partnership 
with tho defendant MePhaden, who advan- 
ced ?1125 at the time, and siih30(|U(uitly 
additional capital to tlic e.\tent of JliL'OO, 
making §3325 in .all. It is .-illeged by 
MePhaden that this partnorship was en- 
tered into after notice to, Reynolds, who 
did not object and-appeafed (at the North 
Dairy farm July, 1880) quite rational and 
intelligent. I havo great doubts whether 
Reynolds was then .m/i jiiri.-!. I!ut 1 have 
no doubt but that bo Jionestly appearctl 
so to JfcPliadon. There is no insinua- 
tion that MePhaden went to the N. D. 
farm to examine Reynolds on this point 
or that' ho had then any notice nf tho in- 
capacity or of any of the transactions of 
1878-9. His statement of defence alleges 
that ho had no notice wliatever until 
lung after and that must bo taken to be 
admitted. He m.ay well have gone to the 
farm moroly to see what it was he w.is 
purchasing. He had only very re- 
cently arrived at Victoria, ft is true 
he and the defendant I'.atchelor 
had married two sisters. Pmt that 
only renders it the more probable 
that he had heard nothing except what 
was favorable to Batchelor. He claims 
the; consideration of the court;- aa a pur- 
chaser for valuable consideration witliout 
notice. And I think his claims miisf '.i 
Bubataiico bo allowed. 

Besides the claim of §!3325 capit- 
al brought into the ' business, Me- 
Phaden claims a sum of S4()29.,W. It 
appears that in April and M.ay, 1879, 
when the businoss|ivas ^ in tho apparent 
ownership of Batchelor alone, he had bor- 
rowed from one, Giio. Steitz, two sums of 
S4084.50 for wliich lie afterwards in INIarch, 
1880, gave Steitz a bill of sale of cer- 
tain property then in his apjiarent pos- 
session. Nothing in this action has been 
suggested to impeach Steitz's security, 
either on tho ground of a colorable ad- 
vance, (i. e.) want of hoiia jide^, or notice 
of tho fraud and imperfection of Batche- 
lor's right to contract these loans and give 
this security. Stoitz therefore had a 
right Iwjholdjrtprthipcpoourity;; tp got the 
full benefit or ii,^hd according to th'o well 
known rule in such cases, ho had a right 
to assign it, and could mako a good title, 
even to a person who was affected with 
notice of tho fraud. If this were not so, 
Stoitz might without any fault of his own 
be deprived of his advantage, c. g., after 
the institution,, of, this actionj-wliifji is 
notice to all tliie world, ho could ncit liave 
found a transferee unafl'ectcd ^\\th notice, 
and so might find himself unable to rea- 
lize secui-ity which 'was yet declared to 
be jqstly liis qwp. MePhaden, however, 
I iiiust liold to have had no more notice 
of any fraud than had Stoitx liiinaolf. 



brought into what was in truth the plaiu- 
tirr.T busines.s or in relief of demands by 
outsiders on his business, Batc'aulor being 
considercil as .plaintitt''3 trustee, and aa 
carrying ori tI«J businos.s for plaintiffs 
benefit. So that as to these sums, they 
arc payments made by a man admitted hy 
the plcauiiiLj.s to have been at the time 
quite unaware of tho incapacity bona j'ubi, 
and in relief of tliu plaiiitifl''s business. I 
think, coming uitiiin auch a category, 
they must stand. The position of Me- 
Phaden' is peculiar. I cannot declarO him 
a partner with Reynolds and there' is no 
delerfu-i I't-rsdiicr. On the other hand, 
lialchidor, being a mere trustee, had 
really nothing to.sell, im partnership to 
oiler. Mel'liaden lias pnrcbased from 
IjaU holnr something (/. n moiety of 
the concern wliich belongs to Reynolds. 
But4:he is ii purch.tsor for valuable con- 
sidcfiitibn without notice, and .as to some 
things he lias the legal claim. I tliink the 
plaintilV must either allow him to continue 
in the partnership on the term.s on which 
iie sti'oil as a partner witli lialcliehu', or 
tliat ho must repay him the sums, if any- 
thing, advanced hj' him to the business, 
beyond what he [laid for hi.s inoiet}'. Ah 
to how niucii iMoPhaden paid I am not 
ipiite clear. Unless McPliadoii and Rey- 
nolds agree to carry on together, tho ac- 
counts will havo to be taken betwcoii Rey- 
nolds and IMcPliaden as if on a dissolu- 
tion, altliniigl'. strictly there will not ho 
a dissolution iis there is properly no part- 
nership between tlieni. Mel'liaden claims 
to have paid a valuable consideration; the 
two sums of S112o and .82200 may hav(> 
lieeii either the price paid for the moiety 
of the htisinuas, or they may have been 
placotl in tliu concern as part of the joint 
capital, to b;ilance the stock in trade, 
plant and goodwill brought in by Batche- 
lor; as to that 1 have not been able fo 
form an ooinioii. liut it probably apjiears 
in the books. The 8-11)2',).. 50 (probably 
the ainotmt of tho .?4084.50 and interest 
mentioned in the receiver's stiitenipnt ) is 
good, as against tlie plaintiff. Whether 
Batchelor, or the trustee, incurred it pro- 
perly or not as between himself and his 
cestui que tmst, I have not materials to 
decide. I observe that in his affidavit 
intli May, 1881, MePhaden only claims 
.S2000 against the concern, besides his 
moioty of the business. The i)laintilf by 
bis pleadings claims no relief against the 
defendant Holmes. On the contrary, he 
adopts and r.atifies his accounts. He must 
submit now to be charged with tho debts 
created by Holmes in the hands of 
Holmes's transferees. This may or niaj' 
not cover the .SIOOO claimed by tho de- 
fondant llarris(ui biiyond the first §2000. 
Tho S2000 1 think Harrison can charge 
.against tlio plaintiff If tho $1000 were 
paid in respect of a debt incurred - by 
Holmes during his management, that fur- 
ther sum is also chargeable against tfic 
plaintifl's business. But if this glOOU 
Were advanced to Batchelor during his 
management, or for any debts incurred 
during his management, the plaintiffs 
business cannot be charged with it. It 
would hardly do, if Mr. Harrison were to 
show that he had advahce'd'' this sum t<> 
Batchelor, and that the latter had applied 
it in payment of debts duo by tho con- 
corn, for that would in effect set free .an 
equal amount of the assets of the firm for 
the trustee to waste. However, I do not 
think this sort uf inquiiy should be pushed 
too far. It may well have been that there 
was no accessible sum of money which 
could bo thus set free to be wasted. 

Tlie decree will be prefaced byatleclar- 
ati(jii that all the conveyances executed by 
Reynolds between the .5tli Sept., 1878, 
and the 1st May, 1870, in favor of tho de- 
fendant Batchelor arofraudulont and void, 
and that whatever Batchelor accpiired un- 
der or by color of any such conveyances 
he .-iciiuiied as a trii.stee for [Jeynolds and 
is accou ntahli) acrordingly- accountable 
that is fiu- all that he has received, or but 
for his wilful neglect or default might 
have received, and must pay over all such 
aiuounts to tho plaintiff. Declare that 
the two notes for 81000 and 8887, of the 
30th July, 1878, were olitaincd by the 
undue influence and fraud of the 
ilefcndaiit Hatchelor, and that the 
same are void. Direct tlioiii to bo 
delivered up to be cancelled. De- 
clare that the defendant Eli Harrison to 
be entitled to stand in the place of the de- 
fiMidant HolmoR in respect of tho .^2000. 
I'irect an intpiir)' a.l to the eircninstances 
of the further .advance of $1000 by the de- 
fendant Hairisnn -if the plaintitr desires 
to have such an inquiry. But bo would, 
purhapa, du well tu endeavor to satisfy 
liimsolf aa to this point before incurring 
further expense. Aa to the ecpiity of re- 
demption tran.sferreil by lialehebii- to 
Marri.son, dccLare tin,' latter a truslee for 
Reynolds, and lot him account according- 
\y on the same principles as just mention- 
t^tl with regard to Batchelor. In taking 
those accounts against those two defend- 
ants they arc to be iilldwcd nothing iu the 
nature of commissions or salaries as man- 
agers or receivers; nor would any allow- 
ances in their fa-vor be just exeei^t to le 
coup what has been expended by them 
on the strictest necessaries forthe preser- 
vation of tho property of which they bad 
constituted themselves trustees. 'I'he 
Court will draw distinctions between the 
rights and liabilities of trustees solectiid 
and requested by ci'itui.-: ijm: Irmtcid to 
uiidcrtako an onerous duty, and per.sons 
who for their own ends tlirust thomselvus 
unasked into the possession of another 
man's property by the methods proved to 
havo been adopted in tin; present case. 
W'Ikmi any payments shall, according to 
the declarations just made, be ascertaiiieil 
to 1)0 due from the ilefendant Harrison 
to the plaiutilf, the cross claim of the 
said defendant in respect of the §2000 ami 
interest and (if due to him on the princi- 
ples just laid down) in respect of the 
SIOOO and any interest thereon, aro to be 
considered and allowed nn set off, and 
(Uily the differences will be actu.ally or- 
dered to be paid or received. Tho de- 
fendant IMcPliaden seems to be quite un- 
affected by the frauds complained of. H»^ 
is entitled in any event to the benefit of 
the bill of sale tr.aiisferred to him in 
Sept., 1880. There will be an inquiry if 
the plaiutilf wishes it as to the amount of 
principal money properly due and of in- 
terest accrued due. I mention this l)e- 
caiise of the dillbrouco in tho amount in 
the statcincnt of dofenco from that in the 
receiver's re[/ort. If, as I liavo suggested, 
this arises from interest • between .fanu- 
aiy, 1870, and March, 1880, unpaid and 
caintalized at the latter ilate, or is other- 
wise explained to the satisfaction of the 
plaintifi" without a regular inquiiy, this 
direction may he waived at the option of 
the plaintiff The defendant MePhaden 
\vill be .dao entitled to cliarge against tin; 
assets of the concern so much of the 
S332u as was not paid as consideration 
luonoy for the purchase of his moiety of 
the business, Ist-Sth Aug., 1880. (These 
amounts he will be entitled to charge, and 
to claim before Reynolds can obtain pos- 
sossiori of the property in the business 
.and in Steitz'.i bill of salo rospoctively, 
but thp plaintifi' is not to be pcr.sonally or 
otherwiso liable to pay thom.) Aftor 
these ainomits arc settled, proper and lie- 
I'es.fury conveyances can be prepared and 



executed. The plaintiff is entitled imme- 
diately to enter into [jcissession, either 
■iloiie or jointly with McPliadoii, .as the 
•;ircunistance may require, of all tho pro- 
perty, besides lands, stock and furniture, 
ivliich is now in ilio pcssossion "f hi? 
trustee, the defendant Batchelor. 

1 do not soo the use of retaining the 
defendant Holmes in court, 1 think he 
may be dismissed with co-sts to bo taxed, 
Ac, and paid by the other defendants, 
who procured him to bo made a party. I 
do not .lee that they have by making him 
a party to the suit, obtained anything 
which they could not have got without 
suit. 

I think the defeiulai't IIarris(Ui nuglit 
not to be allowed his costs. The defend- 
ant Jed) liateholor must pay all the other 
parties e.\eept Harrison and Holmes their 
costs of suit. Holmes' costs 1 have al- 
ready provided for. Batchelor was to 
have had all the advantage; his must be 
:dl the burthen. 

As to the counter claim by \Iohnes, 
that Reynolds shiould repay him tho costs, 
i'Sld, '.vhich lie had to pay in tho next 
friend suit, and Roynold'a demand in the 
replication, that whatever ho shall be 
ordered - to^ pay Holmes, Batchelor and 
Harriaoii4nay,po;or^ered to make good to 
him; if rs'enoughifo'say that I do not see 
how I can give Holmes any relief. Any 
[)crson wlio sees a lunatic, or an infant, or 
a married woman oppressed may tilea bill 
in behalf of the person so incapacitated. 
It is no doubt a very charitable duty to 
undertake. But if the oppressed person 
gi>ins;no adv^nti^ by,the litigation, wiiy 
sli'rfnld he "be called on to replace the next 
friend's costs .' liy the very circumstance 
of adopting tho character of next friend, 
he admits tliaf his prote'gii is not respon- 
sible. I cannot therefore order Reynolds 
to pay Holmes these costs, and tho relief 
which Reynolds prays is (Uily contingent 
oil my making that order. If Holmes 
seeks'. relief dh-eetly against Batchelor 
aiitl Harrison he must state his case 
against them aiul call them to answer. 
This ho has not done, though it is pro- 
bable he would rely wholly on tho circum- 
st;incoa_prnvqd in thof present action.

inspoctioa of iho Victcria Q-arrlBoa 
Artillory. 

This popular corps was inspected by 
Col. Laurie, D. A.G., on Tucstlay even- 
ing. From tho returns presented it ap- 
pears that 65 officers and men have com- 
pleted their annual training, of whom 55 
answered to their names and were on 
parade for inspection, the remainder,wit!i 
the exce|ition of three men, being absent 
on leave, 'flie subdivisions of tho battery 
having fallen in on their markers and 
having been inspected by Lt. Keefer, the 
otiicer of the tlay, were wliooled into line 
by Capt. Pupoiit, who opened the ranks 
and received tlio Deputy Adjutant Oon- 
eral with a general s.alute. Tho present 
was given with great precision and steadi- 
ness. The D. A. Ci. then inspected, tliu 
ranks, noticing any deficiencies and call- 
ing attention to them. The ranks were 
then closed and the drill shed being found 
too iianow to move the men as one com- 
pany they were told off aa (wo'companies, 
Lt. Jones taking command of tho right 
aiut Lt. Shears of the left. Capt. Dupoiit 
then e.xerciseil the corjis in a series uf 
company and batallion movenients, in- 
cluding skirmishing, and in tho opinion 
of those present familiar with the militia 
generally and outside of this province, 
the manner in which these movements 
wore executed gave him good reason for 
the pride which ho evidently feels in this 
battery, 'flie Deputy Adjutant General 
in addressing tlie men complimented 
them on this part of their drill, the more 
especially as being artillery they have to 
devote so much of their time to acquiring 
tho more difllcult and important know- 
ledge of their duties as gunners. Lieut. 
• loiies put the two companies through the 
manual and Lieut. Shears through the 
platoon exercises, both of which were 
well done, the second volley especially 
being remarkably good. Tho inspection 
.as infantry being completed, sergeant 
Butler and gunners Ilanington and 
Rhodes wore called to the front and wore 
presented respectively with silver and 
bronze cro3.sguiis and a field glass for the 
best and second best scores made at class- 
firing and at competition for silver bugle. 
Two sides of a s(iuaro were then formed, 
when the men were briefly addrosaetl by 
tho Deputy .-Vdjt. Gen. , who complimented 
them generally on their appearance and 
drill. The men being then dismissed as 
infantry and gun detachment fell in and 
were exerc ised by sergt. major Mellor at 
standing gun drill. It is not undue praise 
to say that this part of the drill could 
scarcely have be3n improved, and the 
sergeant major deserved tho compliment 
implied in the Deputy Adjut, General's 
coiiver.sational remark Avliile watching 
tho drill, that bo had already observed 
the eOicicucy of gun detachments and on 
clrilPnigliHof tho;soi^eant major. 

■ A gSodly ' nuihber of spectators were 
present, among them several ladies; but 
it is worthy of remark that while our 
officials and people generally count and 
must depend upon the militia in times of 
disturbance (as in tho strike at J^anaimo) 
to restore order and protect property so 
few ei)counige thafqrco'liyrany show of 
interest ill 'them. Tn olHer^parts of the' 
Dominion and iu England crowds turn 
nut to cheer their local corps, and tho 
Queen herself in England and the Prin- 
cess Ijouiso in Canada graciously present 
in person trophies or bugles. 

Victoria has reason to bo proud of her 
militia ^ar^tilloryl and although tho ofQccra 
and men of the battery in giving so much 
of their time to the service of their coun- 
try aro actuated by a sense of duty, yet 
appreciation of tho discharge of their duty 
by the public would no doubt bo agroe- 
<able to them and help the oflicers in their 
constant efforts to maintain the efficiency 
of the corps. 

Tho competitive 'sh'dt and shell practice 
of the battery will take place some day 
next week of wJiich notice will be given 
in a later issue. 

Before dismissing the opinion of tho 
battery was taken as to having a militia 
ball, and it was resolved thataball should 
be hold before the holidays. All who re- 
member tho very successful and agreea- 
ble militia ball of last season will bo glad 
III hear of this approaching event. 

Disablod. 

The steamship Victoria, Capt. Ilay ward, 
which left here Sunday afternoon with 
about 20 passengers, 1400 tons of coal, 
and 2000 cases of salmon, rottirned tu 
Esijuimalt in a dis.ablcd condition yester- 
day morning having lost her rudder post 
80 miles south e.ast of Cape Flattery. Tho 
wind was blowing very strong from the 
time she loft this port, but on Monday 
evening it had got to be a very heavy gale 
from the south west although tho bar- 
ometer only indicated '28.90, and at a 
o'clock she broke her rudder post. A 
temporory rigging for steering the ship 
was immediately fixed, and Capt. Hay- 
wood turned back to Victoria. Tho sea 
was so high tliat in working the steering 
apparatus the thirtl officer and one man 
were w.aslied overboard twice, tho same 
sea that took them off bringing them back. 
The captain and Ist officer both had to be 
lashed to the bridge to keep them from 
going over while thoy managed tho .sliip. 
Capt. Hay ward says that had lie not been 
afraid of tlio rudder unshipping entirely 
he could have taken her on to San Fran- 
cisco in the condition he had her. The 
captain did not leave tho deck except fur 
two hours from the time ho left Victoria 
until he arrived in Esquimalt yesterday 
morning .and only ate what lio could take 
from his hand. Much credit is due him 
for his able management in bringing her 
safely into port. Mr. Thua. Harmon, 
sub-marine diver wont down and examined 
the lower part of the rudder and reported 
iiU sound. Mr. Spratt will do the necessary 
repairs and the Victoria will probably 
leave this evening.
